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product being detectable in a biological fluid by its 
immunoreactivity with a monoclonal antibody or immunoreact ive 
fragment thereof produced by a hybridoma cell line of any of 
claims 16, 17 or 18. 

26. (New) An immunoreact ive fragment of the antibody of claim 25. 

27. (New) A hybridoma cell line producing the antibody of claim 
25. 



REMARKS 



Claims 16-24 are allowed. Applicants have hereinabove added new 
claims 25-27.
